The Heath 
to get first 
responders 

Bid to provide medical help at serious incidents

FIRST responders are set to be 
stationed at Newmarket Heath 
following a campaign to get 
emergency care permanently 
based in the area. 

Two heath men are set to be¬ 
come first responders and will 
have training so they can pro¬ 
vide care at serious or life threat¬ 
ening incidents and will be able 
to go to the aid of injured riders 
quickly with fully kitted out ve¬ 
hicles.

of Stud and Stable Staff (NASS) 
has been working with The Jock¬ 
ey Club, which is responsible 
for the Heath, to get the first re¬ 
sponders in place. 

He told the News : “I first ap¬ 
proached The Jockey Club two 
years ago to discuss the possibil¬ 
ity of an ambulance being based 
on the Heath. 

“But there are six different 
postcodes around the Heath 
alone - when a rider falls, should 


someone ring the emergency 
services and say ‘a rider is down 
three furlongs up the pollytrack’, 
they don’t know where that is. 

“Due to the nature of our jobs 
it is not always possible to give 
an accurate description of where 
an accident has taken place that 
would make sense to anybody 
that doesn’t work in or around 
the exercise grounds. 

“Then there is the issue of ac¬ 
cess, even if you finally get the 
emergency operator to under¬ 
stand where the ambulance is 
needed it is an entirely different

life at the Burwell Carnival 
this month. 

Burwell Carnival, de¬ 
scending on the village eve¬ 
ry summer, sees thousands 
of people turning out to en¬ 
joy a day of sunshine and a 
parade through the village 
before a party. 

This year, the carnival has 
a new location for its party, 
with the parade route set to 
snake round to the recrea¬ 
tion ground rather than the 
usual venue of the village 
college field. 

Children’s TV Through 
The Ages has been named 
as the theme for this year’s 
parade, with boats con¬ 
firmed so far including The 
Smurfs, The Flintstones, 
The Simpsons and Bob the 
Builder. 

The parade will leave 
Margaret Field at noon be¬ 
fore making its way around 


to the recreation ground for 
12.45pm on June 18. 

Performances and dis¬ 
plays from KD Academy 
and Youth Theatre, Burwell 
Community Choir, New¬ 
market Gymnastics, and 
Newmarket Hotshots will 
also be held throughout the 
day. 

Further entertainment 
will include games, funfair 
rides and a variety of stalls 
to browse, while evening 
performances feature local 
jazz singer Jude Keen, fol¬ 
lowed by band Now Wash 
Your Hands, and The Indi- 
etones to close the show. 

For the first time, the car¬ 
nival will also be the climax 
of Burwell Festival, a new 
event in the village for 2016. 

The festival begins on 
June 11 and will run until 
June 18, with events in¬ 
cluding an art exhibition, a 
comedy night and a ^Os- 
themed fete. 

Pat Kilbey is one of the 
festival organisers. She pre¬ 
viously told the News : “The 
Queen’s birthday celebra¬ 


tions are on the weekend 
before the carnival so we 
are starting off on Saturday, 
June 11, and joining with 
the church to combine a 
special celebration for her 
birthday with the church 
fete. 

“We are going to have a 
1920s theme for the era of 
the Queen’s birthday with 
music and more. 

“Last year, for the first 
time, we held an art exhibi¬ 
tion to give local people the 
chance to show their work 
and what they can do. 

“This will be together 
with special hower displays 
from Burwell Flower Club 
and it will be bigger and 
better than ever.”

matter for them to actually 
get safely to the rider. ” 

He said that if heath men 
were the first responders, 
they would immediately 
know where the incident 
happened because they 
understood the area, and 
would be able to decide 
quickly whether the Heath 
needed to be closed com¬ 


pletely. 

The news comes after 
rider John Jeffrey started 
a campaign to get an am¬ 
bulance permanently sta¬ 
tioned at the Heath. 

Mr Jeffrey, who rides out 
for Joey Ellis and Kevin 
Morgan, said: “You can’t 
have racing without an 
ambulance being there so 
what’s the difference be¬ 
tween the lads of the Heath 


and Jockeys? Even if it was 
only needed 10 or 20 times, 
one day it could save some¬ 
one’s life.” 

The cost of an ambu¬ 
lance could run up to £440 
per day, while just having a 
paramedic permanently at 
the scene could cost £300 
per day. 

But the first responders 
would have both the racing 
and medical knowledge to 


be able to help the riders, 
which Mr McGrath said 
was “a start”. 

Training is set to begin 
for the first responders in 
July. 

Nick Patton, grounds 
manager, said: “The two 
heath medics will have the 
same training as a commu¬ 
nity first responder. They 
will be qualified to deal 
with emergencies out on 


the Heath. 

“It is the next stage of 
training from basic first aid 
- they will have all the kit a 
community first responder 
would have in their vehi¬ 
cles. 

“When there is an acci¬ 
dent, people will still call 
the emergency services on 
999 as per normal and our 
guys will aim to attend it 
very quickly.”

ACCIDENT 

Man in fatal 
crash named 


A MAN who died in a crash 
in Newmarket has been 
named as Lawrence Noble. 

Mr Noble, whose son is 
the leader of Suffolk Coun¬ 
ty Council, Colin Noble, 
died when his car hit a tree 
on Bury Road in Newmar¬ 
ket last Thursday. 

The crash happened at 
around 12.30pm and the 
road was closed for several 
hours between the clock 
tower roundabout up to the 
end of Bury Road. 

The air ambulance, fire 
crews and police all attend¬ 
ed the scene, with the air 
ambulance landing on The 
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Severals. 

Police are looking into 
the possibility that Mr No¬ 
ble had a “medical episode” 
at the wheel, while the am¬ 
bulance service said that he 
was in cardiac arrest when 
they arrived on the scene. 

Mr Noble’s dog also died 
in the crash. 

Lawrence Noble was a 
popular businessman and 
builder. He had been in¬ 
volved in Scouting for more 


than 65 years and was part 
of the Scouting Fellowship. 
Over the years, Mr Noble 
was given some of the high¬ 
est awards in Scouting. 

Cllr Noble was informed 
of the sad news ahead of a 
planned council meeting 
at 2pm on Thursday after¬ 
noon. The council decided 
to cancel the meeting. 

Officers are looking to 
speak to anyone who may 
have seen the collision. 
If you saw the crash and 
have not yet spoken to the 
police, call police on 101, 
quoting CAD number 117 
of Thursday, May 26.

PLANNING 

Decision is due on 
plan for 400 homes 


A DECISION over a new develop¬ 
ment at Hatchfield Farm in New¬ 
market is due later this month. 

A total of 400 homes have been 
proposed for the land, on Fordham 
Road, but the plan has been fiercely 
opposed by many people, especially 
those in the racing industry. 

Councillors initially approved 
the application, by Ford Derby who 
owns the land, in July 2014. 

But it was quickly called in by the 
Secretary of State for the Depart¬ 
ment for Communities and Focal 
Government. 

The inquiry, which lasted three 
weeks and was held at the Forest 
Heath District Council offices in 
Mildenhall, ended more than a year 
ago, but the decision has been de¬ 
layed several times. 

Now, the Department for Commu¬ 
nities and Focal Government (DCFG) 
has said it “aims to announce a deci- 
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sion towards the end of June”. 

A spokesman for Forest Heath Dis¬ 
trict Council (FHDC) said: “FHDC 
has been consistently asking when 
it will get a decision one way or an¬ 
other, so it can continue planning for 
the government’s growth targets for 
housing and jobs.” 

Now, the DCFG has said it hopes to 
announce its decision following the 
European Referendum. 

Cllr James Waters, leader of FHDC, 
said: “I know that the lack of a deci¬ 
sion has led to a lot of anxiety, both 
from the Horsemen’s Group, the 
community of Newmarket and in 
the surrounding villages. 

“We don’t know the outcome of 
the decision, and we don’t know 


whether or not the 400 homes that 
we gave planning permission to will 
be allowed to be built. 

“What I can say, however, is that 
we will work with the horseracing 
industry and our communities to do 
the best to alleviate their concerns.” 

The Newmarket Horsemen’s 
Group led the arguments to refuse 
planning permission for the de¬ 
velopment at the inquiry, saying it 
would damage Newmarket. 

However, others believe the hous¬ 
es are desperately needed to relieve 
pressure on surrounding villages 
and free up more homes for resi¬ 
dents of the town.

Man fined after pair of 
alsatians attack terrier

Click Cluck down to 
farm’s open Sunday 

SPOT chicks hatching, poultry 
roaming, and cows, pigs and goats at 
home at Open Farm Sunday. 

Click-Cluck Poultry Farm, at 74 
Mildenhall Road in Fordham, will be 
opening its doors for tractor rides, a 
treasure trail and play area. 

The open day will be held on June 5 
between 10am and 4pm. Entry is free. 
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A FARMER has been fined af¬ 
ter his dogs escaped and at¬ 
tacked a Jack Russell terrier 
on a recreation ground. 

Graham Reeve, of Spring 
Close, Burwell appeared 
at Cambridge Magistrates 
Court last Wednesday when 
he pleaded guilty to being 
the owner of a dog danger¬ 
ously out of control causing 
injury and the owner of a dog 
dangerously out of control in 
a public place. 

Alex Sutter-Green, pros¬ 
ecuting, described how the 
victim, Sarah Tennant, was 
on the recreation ground in 
Burwell with her partner and 
four children, walking their 
Jack Russell Buzzy, between 
4.30pm and 4.45pm on Feb¬ 
ruary 1. 

Two Alsatian dogs, Leo and 
Dobby, appeared. The two 
dogs took turns in picking 
Buzzy up and shaking him. 
Ms Tennant managed to get 
hold of one of the dogs to re¬ 
strain him and was bitten on 
the hand, causing wounds 
and a blood blister. 

Buzzy suffered a torn ab¬ 
domen, puncture wounds 
and bruised lungs, amass¬ 
ing a vet’s bills estimated at 
£2,500, Mr Sutter-Green said. 

Jacqui Appleton, mitigat¬ 
ing, said the incident hap¬ 
pened while Reeve was try¬ 
ing to make his land more 
secure to prevent the dogs 
escaping, removing hedge¬ 
rows to replace them with a 
fence. 

She said: “The defend¬ 
ant was interviewed by the 
police and he expressed re¬ 
morse and offered to pay the 
vet’s bill in full and apologise 
to the victim. He said that if 
the vet’s bill was covered he 
would make a donation to an 


animal charity.” 

She said that RSPCA in¬ 
spectors had visited Leo after 
the incident, describing the 
dog as showing “no sense of 
aggression”. 

While Dobby had now 
been rehomed, Leo still lived 
on the farm but was kept in a 
secure compound about the 
size of a tennis court to en¬ 
sure a similar incident could 
not happen again. 

Ms Appleton added: “This 
is an isolated incident. There 
will also now be three layers 
to get through before you 
can get onto the rec from his 
land - a ditch, a hedge and 
a fence. This will stop any 
future escapes and will allay 
any concerns about Leo es¬ 
caping in the future.” 

Ian Rawley, chairman of 
the bench, said Reeve would 
have to pay £400 in fines, a 


£20 victim surcharge, £85 in 
costs, and £850 compensa¬ 
tion to Ms Tennant. 

He also put Reeve’s re¬ 
maining dog under a con¬ 
tingent destruction order, 
meaning it must be muzzled 
and on a lead in a public 
place. It is also not allowed 
on the recreation ground 
and failure to comply means 
it could be destroyed. 

Speaking after the court 
case, Ms Tennant said: “It’s 
been such a stressful and 
lengthy process - I’m feeling 
relieved but exhausted. 

“Buzzy is physically well 
but mentally he is struggling. 
We may need to send him to 
a behavioural therapist. 

“I am glad Leo the dog 
hasn’t been put down. Hope¬ 
fully there won’t be a repeat 
of the attack so that Leo 
doesn’t have to suffer.”

MY old friend Alan Shepherd has 
written a very long letter making 
many points regarding the EU 
referendum. 

I'll respond to a few of Mr Shepherd's 
points. 

We have control of our borders. 

We can stop suspicious people 
coming here if we want. Mr Shepherd 
wants to stop all people coming here. 
Is that wise? 

We have the right to make our 
own laws. Members of the House 
of Commons and members of the 
House of Lords make our laws. 

If Mr Shepherd believes that 
EU regulations have affected him 
adversely, would he please tell us 
which ones and why. 

I, too, have doubts about multi- 
culturalism but EU migrants - the 
ones Mr Shepherd's friends are so 
concerned about - are mostly of our 
culture, the culture that used to be 
called Christendom. What's wrong 
with that? 

I agree that the bitterness 
surrounding this referendum is likely 
to be long-lasting. But remember 
this: it was Mr Shepherd's friends 
in the Conservative Party, UKIP 
and elsewhere who wanted the 
referendum. 

I didn't want it because I knew it 
would be very divisive. 

The result of the referendum, 
whichever way it goes, could well 
lead to the fall of Mr Cameron's 
government and another General 
Election. The result, whichever way 
it goes, will likely exacerbate the 
unease and uncertainty that our 
people and our economy are already 
suffering from. Another change 
of government - maybe another 
coalition or a National government as 
in the 1930s - may be needed. Does 
Mr Shepherd want this? 

It's odd, really, isn't it? Two old 
friends who care about 'affairs' 
differing so much where once they 
agreed. 

Mr Shepherd, who cares, is voting 
Leave. I, who also care, am voting 
Remain, not for the sake of myself 
but because I believe it to be best for 
my grandchildren and my three great 
grandsons. 

Your readers must judge not only 
the merits of the Leave and Remain 
campaigns but also what they think of 
the two old friends who disagree on 
this EU thing. 

Whatever they think, I hope that 
every one of your readers votes, 
for this EU thing must be decided 
conclusively: there is but one 
referendum - thank goodness - and 
we mustn't mess up on it. 

And as to Mr D.G. Webb's letter 
regarding NATO keeping the peace in 
Europe, it is a fact that NATO was a 
blessing in keeping the Soviets at bay. 

However, NATO is a creature of 
the United States and, whilst it is a 
creature of the United States, it is 
inevitably at the mercy of the forces 
of isolationism in the United States. 
Those forces of isolationism are 
growing in significance regardless 
of whether the Democrats or 
the Republicans are to rule the 
Washington roost. Nation states that 
are members of the European Union 
know that they must shift to a greater 
extent for themselves. NATO and the 


EU have common interests at present 
and both work for European security. 
The time may come when this is no 
longer so.

Confusion in 
debate on EU 

THERE are many aspects of the 
EU debate which are shrouded in 
confusion. For example, the Remain 
campaign has been criticised for 
saying that the average household 
could be £4,300 worse off under 
Brexit, but that figure actually applies 
to GDP per household which is 
not the same thing. It should also 
be noted that this strangely precise 
figure is the midpoint of a range of 
estimates - the real effects could 
be better or worse. Rather than try 
to explain the details behind this 
figure, the Remain campaign have 
repeatedly pushed the dumbed- 
down version of it, damaging their 
credibility. However, this pales in 
comparison to the Leave campaign's 
greatest distortion - the claim that 
we send £350m to the EU per 
week, and that this money could 
be spent differently after Brexit. 

Even if we ignore the money the 
EU spends in the UK, this figure 
ignores the rebate (£5bn per year), 
which is deducted before the UK's 
contribution is sent. In other words, 
the rebate never leaves the country, 
and therefore would not be extra 
money available to spend in the 
event of Brexit, rendering the £350m 
figure completely and unambiguously 


wrong.

Taking the classroom 
into the racing yard...

PUPILS from schools around Newmarket 
are going behind the scenes of the racing in¬ 
dustry as part of an education programme. 

A total of 152 Year Five pupils from vari¬ 
ous schools have been invited to racing in¬ 
dustry locations across Newmarket to get 
an insight into the industry that shapes 
their town as part of the programme, Under 
Starter’s Orders. 

Last Thursday, All Saints Primary School 
was invited on a tour of the Jockey Club 
Rooms before heading to Charlie Fellowes’ 
yard at St Gatien Cottage Stables, Vicarage 
Road. 

There, pupils were able to meet racehorse 
Barbary, Mr Fellowes’ first ever winner, and 
fed him hay in his stable. 

They were also shown how horses were 
exercised at the yard and had a go inside the 
horsewalker, which Mr Fellowes’ horses use 
for up to an hour each day. 

Mr Fellowes said he wanted to take part 
in the programme as children in the town 
could be working in the horseracing indus¬ 
try in the future. 

He said: “Racing is a huge part of New¬ 
market and the town is a unique place in the 
whole world, not just this country - there is 
nowhere like it. 

“Anything we can do as an industry to in¬ 
clude people who do not work in racing and 
get them to understand our world and sport 
has got to be a positive thing. 

“Hopefully, these guys are the future of the 
town and if they can learn what we do and 
enjoy it and end up working in it, it’s got to 
be fantastic.” 

He hoped that by inviting pupils into the

yard, it would get them interested and reu¬ 
nite the horseracing industry with residents. 

He added: “I have been in Newmarket for 
10 years and I have felt that there are a lot 
of people who do not understand our world. 

“You see traffic incidents all the time and 
see people getting frustrated because of the 
horse strings. 

“Maybe this kind of thing, getting them in¬ 
terested and setting a fire inside them might 
help people understand that we should be 
working together rather than against each 
other.” 

School staff believe the programme is in¬ 
valuable in helping students both in and out 
of the classroom. 

Frances Cocks, Year Five teacher at All 
Saints Primary, said: “I think this kind of 
thing is very important. It is hugely valuable 
for both them and their sense of community. 

“You cannot underestimate how good it is 


to engage them.” 

Elsewhere, Fairstead House School were 
invited to Dalham Hall Stud, headquarters 
to Darley, to cover topics including breed¬ 
ing, pedigrees and the running of a stud. 

The programme ends with a day at the 
races for all pupils from six schools around 
Newmarket at the July Course on June 23. 

Amy Starkey, regional director east of 
Jockey Club Racecourses, said: “It is fantas¬ 
tic to be able to incorporate horseracing into 
the syllabus of these local children’s learn¬ 
ings, especially during such a special year 
for the town whereby we celebrate 350 years 
of the Home of Horseracing.”

Percussionist to join 
orchestra for concert 


Cambridge Corn Exchange's resident orchestra, 
the Royal Philharmonic Orchestra, is joined 
on Thursday, June 9, by its artist in residence, 
the award-winning percussionist Dame Evelyn 
Glennie, for the final concert in the 2015-16 
Cambridge Classical Concert Series. Andrew 
Burton tells us what we can look forward to. 

CONDUCTED by Clare College alumnus Nicolas 
Collon, the rich and varied programme opens 
with Faure's suspenseful and imaginative Pelleas et 
Melisande. 

Dame Evelyn Glennie has had many new pieces 
written specially for her. Dreammachine for solo 
percussion and orchestra was written in 2014 by 
the award-winning American composer Michael 
Daugherty. The world premiere was given by 
the WDR Rundfunkorchester Koln, under the 
direction of Frank Strobel, with Dame Evelyn on 
solo percussion in the WDR Funkhause Cologne on 
May 11, 2014, and the Corn Exchange concert on 
Thursday, June 9 marks the piece's UK premiere. 

The percussion concerto is 30 minutes in length 
and divided into four movements, each featuring a 
different solo percussion instrument. The concerto is 
a tribute to the imagination of inventors who dream 
about new machines, both real and surreal, and the 
music is inspired by images that connect man and 
machine in surprising ways. 

The flying machines of Leonardo DaVinci are 
the inspiration for the first movement, DaVinci's 
Wings. The second movement is named after 
Rube Goldberg (1883-1970), the American 
cartoonist, engineer, and inventor. Syndicated 
in newspapers across America, his cartoons 
feature witty contraptions (with pulleys, pipes, 
wires, gears, handles, cups, fingers, feathers, 
birds, dogs, monkeys etc) that perform simple 
tasks in complicated ways. Electric Eel is the third 
movement, inspired by Fritz Kahn's eerie drawing of 
an incandescent light bulb plugged into an electric 
eel. The final movement, Vulcan's Forge, refers 
to the Roman god of fire and to Mr Spock, the 
half-human, half-Vulcan science officer aboard the 
starship Enterprise in Star Trek. The concerto ends 
with music that blasts the audience from its seats, 
like a bolt of lightning! 



There are few people in the UK who will not 
have heard a theme from one of composer Debbie 
Wiseman's films or shows. Whether it is watching 
Stephen Fry bring Oscar Wilde to life on the big 
screen, hearing the latest political commentary on a 
Sunday morning with Andrew Marr, or revelling in 
the soundscape to BBC Two's Wolf Hall, her music 
is always refreshingly distinctive and original. For 
this concert, Wiseman has composed a new, short 
piece entitled Party Games, in celebration of Dame 
Evelyn's 50th year. Orchestrated for marimba, it 
coaxes out all the instrument's intensely pianistic 
qualities. 

Dame Evelyn has long been a passionate 
advocate for the power of music education to 
transform lives. Recently, she has been leading 
on an innovative new project called Farm City, 
Found Sounds and there will be an exclusive 
feature on this project in next Thursday, June's 9, 
Cambridge News. Farm City, Found Sounds takes 
inspiration from Dame Evelyn's own trail-blazing 
journey from rural farm dweller to becoming the 
world's first full-time professional solo percussionist.

With the support of Cambridge Live, the piece 
was composed by the students over a series of 
workshops with RPO musicians and the RPO's 
creative leader Tim Steiner. This premiere features 
students creating exciting new sounds, alongside 
members of the orchestra, inspired in part by their 
visit last month to Cambridgeshire's Wimpole Estate. 

During a set change in the first half of the concert, 
you will also get a unique opportunity to see a 
documentary film about the project, showing the 
journey the students have been on.

Huff suffers disappointment in Germany 


ROB Huff had a disappointing 
weekend in Germany in the World 
Touring Car Championship and 
the Nurburgring 24 Hours race. 

The Newmarket driver was 
dealt a blow after it emerged he 
could lose points from the last two 
rounds after Honda were found 
to have used illegal flat floors on 
their cars. 

Honda's three factory Civics 


were cleared after an investigation 
in Hungary but after a second 
investigation in Morocco the 
decision was taken to exclude all 
four cars from the Hungaroring 
and Marrakech rounds. 

That includes Honda's one-two- 
three, led by Huff, in the second 


Marrakech race. Honda have 
appealed the verdict. 

In the opening race in Germany, 
Huff finished fourth behind winner 
Jose-Maria Lopez, with Tom 
Chilton second and Honda team¬ 
mate Norbert Michelisz third. 

In the main race Huff was fourth 


again. Lopez claimed a second 
win, while Chilton and Michelisz 
swapped podium positions. 

Huff's hopes of joy in the 24 
Hours were ended when his Black 
Falcon Mercedes was involved 
in a race-ending collision with a 
Porsche. 


CRICKET 

Burwell comeback falls 
just short at Swardeston 


A FIGHTBACK with the ball from 
Burwell was not enough as they 
went down by three wickets away 
to Swardeston in the Gibbs Denley 
East Anglian Premier League. 

Burwell were always under 
pressure after losing the toss and 
being asked to bat first, although a 
quickfire 21 from 18 balls by opener 
Alastair Allchin got them off to a 
good start.

Further wickets for Allchin and 
fosh Arksey then saw Swardeston 
reduced to 77 for 3, but it was ex- 
Hampshire batsman foe Gatting - 
nephew of former England captain 
Mike - who helped set them back 
on the right course with 57 from 
just 46 balls. 

He was eventually bowled by 
Arksey, but although Burwell man¬ 
aged to keep chipping away, they were 
to be denied victory thanks to Freddie 
Ruffell’s unbeaten half-century. 

Fordham are through to the 


Group 29 final of the National 
Village Cup after winning by eight 
wickets away to Overstrand. 

Luke Duplooy’s unbeaten 106 saw 
Fordham overhaul the target of 162 
to set up a meeting with Foxton. 

It followed the tie away to 
Huntingdon in the Tucker Gardner 
Cambs & Hunts Premier League, 
Division Two last Saturday. 

A strong all-round display from 
Ben Hyde was not enough to 
help Worlington avoid an eight- 
wicket defeat against Witham in 
Marshall Hatchick Two Counties 
Championship, Division One. 

New Zealander Hyde top-scored 
for the hosts with 71 as they posted 
255 for 9 and then claimed two early 
scalps in the reply to leave Witham

DAPHNE could be pitched into Group Two 
company on her next start with the Ribblesdale 
Stakes at Royal Ascot under consideration. 

Although a firm decision has yet to be made 
as to where the three-year-old will next run, the 
June 16 race remains a possible target. 

The daughter of Duke Of Marmalade, who is 
owned by The Queen, bettered her first two efforts 
when striking at the third time of asking earlier this 
month in a mile-and-a-half maiden at Newmarket. 

Trainer William Haggas said: "Daphne is still 
in the Ribblesdale and we are looking at that. 

"She is coming along nicely, she has got a bit 
to find, but we are very keen to try to have a 
runner at Royal Ascot for her owner." 

While a step up in class potentially beckons for 
Daphne, the Newmarket handler is to take his 
time with unbeaten 1.2 million euros purchase 
Fadillah after deciding to bypass a tilt at Friday's 
Investec Oaks. 

He said: "We felt that the Oaks was not 
going to be ideal for her. She is not experienced 
enough for it and her form is not good enough at 
the moment. 

"She is so well bred and has got a lovely 
pedigree and has done nothing wrong. She has 
not been beaten yet, but she has not been as 
impressive as I had hoped. 

"I think there are one or two things we can do 
to improve her and one of those is giving her 
time. She will come good one day." 

■ Peter Chapple-Hyam is likely to step up in trip 
with his QIPCO 2000 Guineas flop Marcel. 

The Racing Post Trophy winner finished an 
extremely disappointing last of 13 in the Classic. 

Chapple-Hyam always felt his charge would 
need further than a mile and he feels that display 
proved his point. 

"He's having a bit of time off to just try to 
freshen him up and we'll see where he goes from 
here," he said. 


"We moved him out to the National Stud to give 
him a bit of a holiday. We'll see what Mr Makin 
(owner) wants to do and make a plan from there. 

"His Guineas run was a total shock, but then 
when I looked at the time it was one of the 
fastest Guineas for 30 years, two seconds faster 


than Frankel, although he won in a hack canter. 
They maybe took him out of his comfort zone. 

"They could have gone too quick for him as it was 
five seconds quicker than the Racing Post Trophy. 

"We always knew that he wanted further and 
we might have learned our lesson there."

Mildenhall 
denied win 
by late show 
from Kings 

MILDENHALL agonisingly missed 
out on their first away win of 
the season after Kent Kings 
overturned a two-point deficit in 
the last two races to steal a 46-44 
victory in the National League.

Kent clawed back a couple of 
4-2s over the next three races 
with Connor Coles and Widman 
falling, and they then took the 
lead in heat 10 with Halsey 
falling as he tried to blast around 
the Kings duo Bowen and Luke 
Clifton, who sealed a 5-1. 

Mountain won his third race 
in the next by defeating Shanes, 
before Halsey and Widman 
rescued the lead again for 
Mildenhall and Kent going on to 
edge the finale. 

It came after Mildenhall had torn 
Coventry apart 61 -29 to roar to 
their biggest victory of the season. 

Fen Tigers were already 23-13 
ahead when the Storm lost Martin 
Knuckey to a suspected broken 
leg after he caught Jon Armstrong's 
footrest, careered into the fence 
and somersaulted 10 feet in the air 
in a horrific spill. 

But the Suffolk side showed no
